A general demand for steel pro­ 
ducts provided an upward turn in 
the steel industry, the report said, 
while the future outlook was de­ 
scribed as brightened with unusu­ 
ally strong buying support from 
tinplate and agricultural machinery 
branches. 
Inquiries for automobile 
steels for new models also are be­ 
ginning to appear. 
Tire 
production,

asserted, was down seasonally, and 
there was a drastic curtailm ent of 
coal production in early July, fol­ 
lowing a sharp increase In June. 
The bank found glass production 
holding up well in June hut reces­ 
sions in China and pottery plant 
operations. 
Demand for fall cloth­ 
ing had clothing factories working 
near capacity levels. 
Contrary to seasonal tendencies, 
retail trade was reported increased 
la June, with indication the trend 
continued In July. Employment and 
payrolls, however were listed as a 
decline In June more than the sea­ 
sonal amount. 
Oamand Deposits Higher 
An improvement was noted In 
residential building, also in non­ 
residential building excluding pub­ 
lic works. 
Demand deposits in re­ 
porting member banks were up $8.- 
000,000 in the last five weeks, and 
amounted to 1776.000,000, 20 per­ 
cent more than a year ago.

Business Is holding up better than skepti­ 
cal analysts predicted it would during the 
custom ary summer slump. 
There are signs 
that people

money, even though it cannot be shown that 
there has been 
any 
material Increase of 


spending power.

The future, though clouded with uncer­ 
tainty, Is becoming one# more an objective 
which stimulates hope and endeavor.

Itching of jhe skin is a common 
end "annoying complaint. It may he

ance. to a real skin disease or to 
the failure of proper functions. In 
many instances it can he traced to 
an infection by a parasite called 
the “acarus soabei." This parasite 
produces

known as “scabies” or the "itch.’’ 
The victim complains of an un­ 
bearable itching of the skin. This 
may involve the entire surface of 
j the body but as a rule is more 
marked in those regions of the 
skin that are moist 
and 
warm 
The palms, the webs of the fin­ 
er?. the stomach 
area. 
the arm 
! nits and insteps are common sites 1 


I of Infection. 
The Itching is more severe at 
J night and In many instances seri­ 
ously 
interferes 
with sleep and 
rest. The condition is highly in­ 
fectious. Sleeping in a bed recent-' 
ly occupied by a person with this ' 
skin affliction is not without dan-1 
per of contracting the infection. 
The parasite of scabies is usu­ 
ally associated 
with 
unhvgenic 1 
conditions. 
Yet It may afflict per­ 
sons who are extremely scrupulous 
about body hygiene. It may result 
from contamination in such public } 
places as bathhouses, washrooms 
and rest rooms. 
Burrow* Into Skin 
The parasite burrows into 
the 
skin, causing local irritation. At 
the end of each groove or wrinkle 
caused by it. a grayish speck is 
sometimes seen. With the aid of 
a 
magnifying glass 
this may be 
identified as the abnoxious para­ 
site. 
The burrows appear as ir­ 
regular lines and are most readily 
seen on the wrists 
and 
palms ! 
where they follow the lines of the 
skin folds. 
It Is hest treated by the appli­ 
cation of a sulphur ointment. The 
patient is first advised to take a 
warm bRth. Then he is to smear 
his hands with sulphur ointment 
and gently rub It Into the Involved 
p a n s of the skin. 
The next morning 
the 
victim 
takes a warm hath and all the 
ointment 
Is removed 
by careful 
scrubbing with a stiff brush and 
sulphur 
soap. 
This 
procedure 
should be repeated daily until no 
trace of th-* parasite can be found. 1 
As I have stated, scabies is a 
highly contagious discase, lf a esse 
should occur in your family take 
every 
precaution to prevent its 
spread 
to other members. It is 
especially 
im portant 
that 
your 
children, particularly infants, 
be 
guarded against 
this 
annoying 
complaint. 
The victim should have his ow n 
linens and towels. All soiled linens
